Meanwhile, benefit payments were 


boosted. 
Payments begin next Jan 


1, instead of in 1942, as originally sche- 
.duled. Furthermore, benefits are lo 
be based on Ihe beneficiary's average 
wage rather than his total tax con- 
tribution. 


Summed up, this means that, during 


the next 15 years, the government wil 
pay in old age insurance just less 
than $15,000,000,000, as compared will 
the $0,500,000,000 it would pay if the 
law were not amended. But while ad- 
ding to the outgo, the amendments 
knock $825,000,000 off the money the 
government will collect in payroll tax- 
es during 1940, 1941, and 1942. 


At the end of 1955, benefit payments 


will being lo exceed payroll tax col- 
lections. Originally, the faliulous $47,- 
000,000,000 revolving fund was to have 
made up the difference. 


That fund is dead, now—it vvill never 


be larger than about six or seven 
billions. 
Any payments which can't 


be met from Ihe payroll laxcs, plus 
the' interest from the shrunken bene- 
fit fund, will have lo be met by re- 
gular government appropriations—or 
by regular government borrowing. 


But this is only the beginning. Go 


back lo those payroll taxes, and bear 
in mind that they are scheduled lo 
go up in graduated steps until, in 
1949, they are three times their pre- 
sent size.

up by 50 per cent: The House de- 
clined to' vote that increase, on the 
ground • that it would be a damag- 
ing, thing for business.

can do one of two things; provide new 
taxes—income taxes, sales taxes, or 
what-not-lo make up the diference 
or borrow money for it.

The agree- 
nenl provided that the raw materials 
vould be hold/'in storage by both gov- 
rnments "against the contingency ol 


i major war emergency." 
Ambassador Joseph P. Kennedy sign- 


ed in London, for the United States 
Dlivcr Stanley, president of the British 
Board of Trade, signed for Great Brit- 
lin. 


Dr. Herbert Fcis, chief of the Econ- 


dmic Division of Ihe Stale Departmcn 
and the principal United States nogo 
tia^or from this side, called the agree 
nent today the first such exchange o 
aw materials for war reserves in 
world history. 


The agreement must be submitted to 


the Senate like any other trealy, along 
with enabling legislation to permit the 
government to acquire title to the 
600,000 bales of cotton which the Fed- 
eral Surplus Commodities Corporation 
holds all collateral for loans to cotton 
growers. 


Sees Great Value 


Senator Byrnes (Dem., S. C.), a spon- 


sor of the agreement, said the success- 
ful negotiation was .dueJ^rge.ly tp "the 
skill arid cnergy'r of Ambassador Ken- 
nedy. He said stocks of rubber in this 
country are down to about 190,000 tons, 
compared with ant average annual car- 
ryover of 300,000 tons, and told report- 
ers the agreement was valuable as a 
defense measure. 


"In case of an European war in 


which Great Britain was engaged we 
would find it difficult to -secure ade- 
quate supplies of rubber," he said. 
This would, of course, result in great- 
ly increasing the price.

trol over the subject. 


But this not nearly so serious as 


the possiblity of the conversion of the 
gold profits into currency. The fear 
of that should be definitely eneded 
by a declaration by both party leader- 
ships.

As for farm troubles—at least one 


reform should be inaugurated. There 
should be an end to all price fixing, 
including price pegging on the major 
crops, subsidy payments and price 
pegging through the Surplus Com- 
modity Corporation. 


In fact, the whole policy of price 


pegging throughout industry and agri- 
culture should be ruthlessly fought 
everywhere. 


Not least 
important among 
re- 


covery plans should be an end at 
once to the policy of frightening the 
American people about war. 


The administration has pretty gene- 


rally convinced the people that if 
another European war breaks out we 
are sure to get into it. Thus we are 
being more and more weakened by 
adding to our own truobles the dis- 
locations inherent in European war 
scares. 


The incessant talk about possible 


invasions and fears of foreign foes 
and the accompanying orgy of war 
expenditures should be ended. 


Reform Social Security Act 


The Social Security Act has been 


somewhat improved by the adoption 
of the reform so long urged here— 
namely, the abolition of the 47-billion- 
dollar reserve. 
But the act is still 


full of imperfections. The reforms 
urged by Ihe recent advisory council 
should be adopted, 


Congress, in addition, should make 


a firm stand against such movements 
as the Townsend plan. That, in ils 
extreme form, has been squelched. 
But it will bob up again. Lenders 
of all parties should unite in opposi- 
lion to this so that the country may 
bo assured of the hopelessness of the 
plan.

Nine Billions 


WASHINGTON—W—Federal spend- 


ing for the fiscal year totaled $9,005,- 
993,590 on June 21, highest figure in 
peacetime history, and compared with 
a previous record of $8,879,798,000 in the 
year ended June 30, 1936, when the 
soldiers' bonus was paid. 


Treasury officials said they did not 


expect expenditures in the remaining 
nine days to reach the $9,592,329,000 
estimated by President Roosevelt in 
January, and the- June 30 deficit was 
expected to be approximately $500,000,- 
000 less than Ihe $4,072,259,000 fore- 
casl. 


Revenues already had surpassed ex- 


peclations, and the June 21 total of 
$5,585,153,330 was $65,000,000 over the 
estimate.

Dawning Intelligence 


This is the first of ii scries of four 


articles by t)r. Fishbein on how to 
gauge the intelligence of yotlr luiliy. 


a genius, average, or 
Is my child 


dull? 


Mothers would like that question 


answered the day the baby is born, 
But an accurate answer is not possible 
in most instances Until some years 
have passed. 


More nriportant is the question: Has 


this child the capacity to adapt himsell 
to the conditions under which human 
beings live? 


The mastery of subjects studied ii 


school rarely indicates adaptability to 
the conditions of life. The reticen 
child with a good mind may be under- 
estimated; the aggressive child, with 
characteristics htat will certainly in- 
terfere with success, may be overesti- 
mated. 


The earliest signs of the development 


of intelligence in the young infant are 
closely integrated with the acquisi- 
tion of control of the muscles, and emo- 
tional behavior, 'in "a large part, Is 
learned.' The types of behavior pres- 
ent at birth will be modified and 
.changed by the infant's experiences. 


The human' infant at birth is help- 


less and able to perform only those, 
functions .which: are recessary to main- 
tain life. He can suck, swallow, and 
ory -to gain attention. New abilities 
are . rapidly acquired. He learns to 
seize the nipple with less help. H it 
slips from his mouth, he moves his 
head and lips and' later employs his 
hands in order to find it again. 


During the first few months of life, 


ability to use the.eyes develops rapid- 
ly. The baby will stare intently for a 
lopg Itime at bright objects, such as 
lamps, sunlight on the wall, or'win- 
dows. During the second month, the 
eyes follow moving objects. Move- 
ments of the head accompany the eye 


movements after the first few weeks 
of life. 


At about the end of the second 


month, the ability to manipulate ob- 
jects begins to develop. There rrtay be 
a jerky waving of objects placed in 
the hand- 


another month, the Infant uses 


the hands and fingers for making brief 
exploratory movements, but association 
of eye and hand movement does not 
develop tihtll a little later. Without 
looking at the objects, the'child moves 
them With (its hands. He gazes with 
interest but makes no nttempt to reach 
for things he wants. 


By three or four months of age, the 


ch(ld(',h&s learned Ito, connect his hand 
witH'his rnmlth, io coordinate his eyes, 
to pull or push his feet and hinds, 
and to hold up his head without sup- 
port.; If he is lying prone, he can lift 
the Upper part of his body. 


By the time he is G 
1 months old, he 


should have learned ot turn himself 
over and should 'be 'making efforts to 
sit erect.

season has started in the Rocky 
Mountains atid on the Pacific slope, 
a sl|atement which does not stir 
easterners but which means to west-, 
erners four months of losses as bit- 
ter and twice as dramatic as those 
in the Dust Bowl.

know how desperately western men 
will fight fires in the timber.

While the fire is reasonably 
quiet they must dig trenche^ cut 
brush and timber slashways and sup- 
press outlying spot-fires started by 
flying bark or branches. 


Until you have seen one you can't 


imagine the incredible fury of a for- 
est fire. 
They will burn over the

In spite of all . such precautions

forest fires, although not nearly so 
many. Lightning starts them. Some- 
times they seem to start by themselves 
almost, so hard nre they to explain 


You needn't gel panicky ancl avoic 


the forests. They are safer than the 
public highways. 
But when you 


leave camp, work over your camp fire 
until you can put your and in the 
ashes.
